MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 3,554, equivalent to an annual — 
rate of 4°8 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0:1 above that for the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1940. 


Of the total marriages, 3,403 (or 4-9 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the 
population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church.

BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 13,678, of which 7,045 — 
were of males and 6,633 of females. 


The number represents a rate of 18°3 per 1,000 of the estimated population, pee 0°8 
below the rate for the first quarter of 1940. 


The total includes 462 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3°4 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 14,648; of this number 7,535 
were of males, and 7,113 of females.

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—-comprising typhoid fever, 
typhus, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, diphtheria, dysentery and 
diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 vears of age —represented an annual rate of 0°3 
per 1,000, which was 0:1 below that for the first quarter of 1940.

SEPTEMBER QUARTER, 1941. 


MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 4,223, equivalent to an annual 


rate of 5:6 per 1,000 of the estimated population; this rate is 0:6 below that for the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1940. 


Of the total marriages, 3,900 (or 5-6 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the 
population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. 
The remainder (823) is equivalent to 6-5 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 15,056, of which 7,782 
were of males and 7,274 of females. 


The number represents a rate of 20-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0°7 
above the rate for the third quarter of 1940. 


The total includes 497 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3°3 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 8,683; of this number 4,432 
were of males, and 4,251 of females. 


The equivalent annual] rate was 11-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0°1 
above the rate for the third quarter of the preceding year. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
typhus, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, diphtheria, dysentery and 
diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age—represented an annual rate of 0°6 
per 1,000, which was 0-2 above that for the third quarter of 1940. 


When compared with the corresponding quarter of last year deaths from these diseases 
show increases in the case of typhoid fever, measles, whooping-cough and diarrhoea and 
enteritis (of children under 2 years of age) amounting to 9, 14, 14 and 140 respectively. On 
the other hand deaths from diphtheria have decreased by 2. 


The deaths fiom diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age numbered 
317, including 223 for the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 69, which is 27 more than that 
for the third quarter of 1940. 


Tuberculous Disease.—Deaths from this disease numbered 832, including 643 from pul- 
monary tuberculosis and 189 from other forms of tuberculous disease. The figures for the 
third quarter of 1940 were 800, 619 and 181 respectively. The rate from all forms of this 
disease was 1-1 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 0-9 and all other forms 0-2; 
the respective rates for the third quarter of the preceding year were 1-0, 0-8 and 0-2. 


Cancer.— Deaths from cancer numbered 879, being equivalent to a rate of 1 2 per 1-000 of 
the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1940 the namber was 885 and the rate 1-2. 


Puerperal Causes.—-Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 2-7 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-8 for puerperal infection, and 1-9 for other puerperal causes, 
as compared with 2-9, 0-4 and 2°5 for the third quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 64, and that for the September quarter of 1940 was 50. 


Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1941 the population was 
2,993,000 (1,533,000 males and 1,460,000 females). This estimate, based on the population 
according to the Census of 1936, the number of births and deaths registered, and the passenger 
movement (including emigration and immigration), is subject to revision in subsequent issues 
of this return and in the Annual Report of the Registrar-Generai. .

DECEMBER QUARTER, 1941. 


MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 3,621, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4:8 per !,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0-3 above that for the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1940. | 


Of the total marriages, 3,396 (or 4-9 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the 
population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. 
The remainder (225) is equivalent to 4-6 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 15,030, of which 6,706 
were of males and 6,324 of females. , 


The number represents a rate of 17-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0°2. 
below the rate for the fourth quarter of 1940. 


The total includes 418 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3-2 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 9,164; of this number 4,724 
were of males, and 4,440 of females. 


The equivalent annual rate was 12:3 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0°7 
below the rate for the fourth quarter of the preceding year. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these discasés—comprising typhoid fever, 
typhus, small pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery and 
diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years of age)—represented an annual rate of 0°6 per 1,000, 
which was 0°2 above that for the fourth quarter of 1940. 





When compared with the corresponding quarter of last year deaths from these diseases 
show increases in the case of scarlet fever, diphtheria and diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 


years of age) amounting to 6, 18 and 162 respectively. On the other hand deaths from 
typhoid fever have decreased by 2, measles by 28, and whooping cough by sl. 


The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (ander 2 years of age) numbered 308, inclucing 
186 for the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 66, which is 42 less than that 
for the fourth quarter of 1940. 


Tuberculous Disease.—Deaths from this disease numbered 818, including 645 from 
pulmonary tuberculosis and 173 from other forms of tuberculous disease. The figures for the 
fourth quarter of 1940 were 709, 563 and 146 respectively. The rate from all forms of this 
disease was 1-1 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 0-9 and all other forms 0°2 ; 
the respective rates for the fourth quarter of the preceding year were 1-0, 0°8 and 0-2. 

Cancer._—Deaths from cancer numbered 898, being equivalent to a rate of 1:2 per 1,000 of 
the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1940 the number was 941 and the rate 1:3. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 2:7 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-4 for puerperal infection, and 2°3 for other puerperal causes, 
as compared with 3:3, 0°8 and 2-5 for the fourth quarter of iast year. 


Infant Mortality —The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 73, and that for the December quarter of 1940 was 75.

MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the year numbered 15,122, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 5-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is equal to that for the year 1940. 

Of the total marriages, 14,169 (or 5:1 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the 
population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. 
The remainder (953) is equivalent to 4-8 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the year amounted to 56,710, of which 29,124 
were of males and 27,586 of females. 3 

This number represents a rate of 19-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-1 
below the rate for the year 1940. : 

The total includes 1,942 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3:4 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the year was 43,823; of this number 22,639 were 
of males, and 21,184 of females. : 

The equivalent annual rate was 14-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0:5 
above the rate for the preceding year. 





Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
typhus, smallpox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery and 
diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years of age)—represented an annual rate of 0:4 per 1,000, 
which was the same as the rate for the year 1940. 

When compared with the corresponding figures for last year deaths from typhoid fever, 
typhus, measles, dysentery and diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years of age) show in- 
creases of 6, 4, 10, one and 266, respectively ; on the other hand deaths from scarlet fever 
have decreased by one, from whooping cough by 18, and from diphtheria by 15. 

The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years of age) numbered 864, including 
506 for the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 1,321, which was 493 more than 
that for the year 1940. 


Tuberculous Disease.—Deaths trom all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 3,658, 
comprising 2,848 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 810 from other forms of tuberculous 
disease. The corresponding figures for the year 1940 were 3,685, 2,907 and 778 respectively. 
The rate for deaths from all forms of this disease for 1941 was 1-2 per 1,000, the rate for 
pulmonary tuberculosis being 0-9, and all other forms 0°3 ; the respective rates for 1940 were 
Tz3, 120 and..023. 


Cancer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 3,613, being equivalent to a rate of 1-2 per 1,000 
of the population ; in the year 1940 the number was 3,773, and the rate 1-3. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes are represented by a rate of 2°6 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0°6 for puerperal infection, and 2-0 tor other puerperal causes, 
as compared with 3-7, 1-0 and 2:7 for 1940. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 73, that for the year 1940 being 66.
